Attempt Third To Fail 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2—(AP)— 
Three Unf€ed States presidents 
have been. killed by assassins’ 
bullets. 

In addition to the fatal assaults 
on presidents Lincoln, Garfield and 
McKinley, armed attacks were made 
on former president Theodore 
Roosevelt and on president-elect 
Franklin D, Roosevelt prior to yes- 
terday’s attempt to shoot Presiden! 
‘Truman, 

Abraham Lincoln was fatally 
wounded April 14, 1865, by actor 
John Wilkes Booth as he watched 
a performance at Ford's theatre in 
Washington. Booth was tracked 
down and slain by soldiers. 

James A, Garfield was wounded 
in Washington July 2, 1881, by a 
disappointed officeweeker named 
Charles J. Guiteau, Garfield linger- 
ed until Sept. 19. Guiteau was 
hanged.

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Technicalities Won 


It cannot be said that the Miracle Mile 
‘was defeated in yesterday's election when 
60.1 percent of the burgesses voted for it. 

It was merely edged out by a series of 
technicalities that should never have been 
permitted to obtain and by a campaign 
of deception which confused and misled 
the ratepayers as to the true nature of 
the proposals. 

The 60.1 percent favorable vote was a 
wonderful tribute to the intelligence and 
perspicuity of a majority of burgesses 
and to those who supported the project. 

The fact that 7,641 burgesses were able 
to teil the 158,000 people of Edmonton 
that they could not accept $28,000,000 
worth of improvements for nothing is a 
sad condemnation of the circumstances 
under which the referendum was held. 

In the view of many, it is still doubtful 
that the agreement required a charter 
change of any kind when only a lease was 
contemplated and tax concessions, strictly 
— did not enter into the picture at 


Certainly the legislature gravely erred, 
in its haste to shift responsibility, when 
it referred the matter to the Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners, who deal 
with money bylaws, and thus placed the 
project, in the public mind, in the same 
category as money bylaws. 

Certainly it erred even more gravely 
when it further referred the proposal to a 
two-thirds vote of the burgesses if it failed 
to gain the approval of the Utilities Board. 

It was obviously wrong in thus placing 
the agreement on the same basis as a 
money bylaw when not one cent of the 
taxpayers’ money was involved to the 
slightest degree. 

To subject a non-financial referendum 
of vital interest to the entire 158,000 


popuiation of Edmonton to the disposal 
of 32,500 burgesses was a particularly 
iniquitous error when it is realized that 
the whole trend of modern civic practice 
is to restrict the voting power of burgesses 
and extend that of citizens. g 

In the old days, when all substantial 
ciitzens owned their own how:es and only 
floaters had no property, ii was a wise 
provision to keep financial] control in the 
hands of the burgesses. 

But the sit:.ation has entirely changed. 
Thousand of substantial citizens of Ed- 
monton who «onose to live their lives 
here own no Toperty and, through the 
high rents ‘.e° pay, contribute more 
largely to the civic treasury than many 
who own houses. 

It is absurd that the wishes of all 
these people should be subjected to the 
will of 7,641 taxpayers many of whom 
went to the polls in ignorance of the 
Miracle Mile facts or confused by the 
deceptive ca™ip.ign waged by opposing 
interests. 

The enti: nistory of the First New 
Amsterdam vr«osals has been a sequence 
of damning ti. unicalities and undoubtedly 
poor judgment on the part of the 
legislature. 

The experience shows beyond doubt 
that the auth ity of the citizen in both 
referendums and money bylaws should be 
extended to p vide a more equitable and 
reasonable expression of responsible public 
opinion. 

So far as the Miracle Mile project is 
concerned, thr .Jissenting aldermen, the 
Journal newsp* ~2r and the unnamed mem- 
bers of the “Ts. .ayers Protective Associa- 
tion” shouted \.udly throughout the cam- 
paign that the could meke a “better 
deal.” 

Well now, Jst’s see them make it. 


Trygve Lie Appointed Agai 


The democracies have managed to 
secure, in the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, an extension of Trygvie 
Lie’s term as secretary-general. 

It is a good reappointment because 
there is a general feeling, except among 
the Communists, that Mr. Lie has perform- 
ed an exceedingly difficult task with under- 
standing and rare ability. 

His conception of the United Nations 
as a field for “negotiation, mediation and 
conciliation” is a sound view because just 
as these three efforts might have averted 
World War II if they had been seriously 
applied to the problem by all nations, they 
might also be able to svert World War III. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Lie’s re- 
appointment has had to be secured by an 
equivocation, by a procedure whose legal- 
ity is doubtful. 

The Security Council has plainly got 
the right to nominate a secretary-general. 
Russia still has a veto power on the Secur- 
ity Council, 


Therefore, k: insisting upon their con- 
stitutional righis, they could block the 
election of anyone of whom they dis- 
approved, inclu‘ing Trygvie Lie. 

Mr. Lie sucsseds himself through an 
evasion of the rules. 

It has been told that the General As- 
sembly could «firm a reappointment 
without the noiiination of the Security 
Council althoug’: :t could not make a new 
appointment wit: ut such a nomination. 

It is unforti:: «te that the business of 
the United Nati.us has to be carried out 
by such hair-sp’. “ing. 

It is unfort.nate that Mr. Lie goes 
back into authority only because the 
Russians considered it better to put up 
with Mr. Lie then to wreck an institution 
which they stil] ‘ind useful. 

The entire i cident should lead to a 
complete reorgi nization of the United 
Nations—with t.e iniquitous veto Power 
left out. Ce 


Is the YWCA Building Safe? 


Cert::in Complaints have come to The 
Edmonton Bulletin about the condition of 
portions of the YWCA building in regard 
te fire safety. 

We have told these complainants that 
we have no means of judging the adequacy 
or inadequacy of any building from the 
standpoint of fire hazards, that the official 
fire inspection officers should carry out 
their duties faithfully and that we have 
confidence that they have done so. 

We have told those who have complain- 
ed to us that it is inconceivable that those 
responsible for fire safety should shirk

lives of children c:":1d easily be in jeopardy. 

Nevertheless, :ne insistance upon this 
point has been so great, the charge that 
portions of the YWCA building constitute

inspectors to clar'*7 the point by answer- 
ing this question; 

Has a recent inspection of the YWCA 
revealed that every reasonable precaution 
against fire is being taken and would the 
inspectors hazard their professional repu- 
tations upon the accuracy of this finding?

Charles, som* of the radio sta- 
tions waxed qu‘te humorous 

How anybody can find anything 
funny in the antics of the wart- 
faced vandal and regicide, Crom- 
well, is quite beyond me. 

To begin with, there is no reg- 
ulation, constitutional or other- 
wise, preventing the reigning 
monarch fiom visiting the house 
of commons. 


British kings abstain from visit- 
ing the house of commons because 
they are scrupulous about cramp- 
ing the house's style.

AT FOREST HILL 


School Attempts Solve 
Jewish-Gentile Problem 


Forest Hill School board of- 
ficials are attempting to solve a 
new development in a delicate 
racial problem which has plagued 
the world for centuries—the re- 
lationship of Jew and non-Jew. 

At the new Forest Hill Col- 
legiate, 65 per cent of the stu- 
dent body is Jewish. 

Forest Hill’s director of edw 
eation,,D. M. Graham, is a stu 
dent of group dynamics and 
social psychology. In an attempt 
to solve the problem, aided by 
the village’s five school princi- 
pals, he evolved the plan which 
is now being tried out on an ex- 
perimental basis, 

The plan is this: There is an 
average of four to five classes in 
each of Grades 8, 9, 10, 11 and 
12. In each one of these grades, 
one class has purposely been 
made up exclusively of Jewish 
students. This increases the ratio 
of non-Jewish students in the 
other classes, although Jewish 
students are still in the majority 
in each class. 


System 
Explained 

In explaining the experiment 
Mr, Graham stressed the fact 
that there was no pressure by 
outside groups advocating the 
change. The impetus came from 
school officials themselves. And 
he emphasized that the new pro- 
gram is definitely an experiment, 
subject to evaluation and deci- 
sion to continue or stop it. 

There were several reasons 
behind the change. 

One of them was that in re- 
cent years, some classes would 
have only two or three non- 
Jewish students, One or two of 
them might be girls. When some 
parents discovered this, it hap- 
pened quite often that the girl 
would be withdrawn from the 
school and sent to a private 
school. 

The problem seemed to affect 
only the adolescent students, 
when they reached the age of 
noticing the opposite sex and 
began dating. Originally the plan 
was to have started at Grade 7, 
but after investigation it was dis- 
covered wunnecessary there. In 
lower grades there was nd prob- 
lem at all,

Neuritis Treatment Can Be Difficult 


Neuritis is a painful, aggra- 
vating, aften long-lasting afflic- 
tion which drives people to dis- 
traction and which is, judging by 
the number of those who write 
in about it, more common than is 
generally realized. 

Neuritis is the name for any 
inflammation of the nerves, Its 
symptoms vary a lot but pain and 
tenderness are

mon. In chronic 
cases the feel- 
ings or sensa. 
tions may be 
disturbed and 
muscular wast- 
ing is not un- 
common,

Shingles Can 
Cause It 

Shingles, or herpes zoster can 
produce neuritis. In this disease 
a virus is probably the cause, The 
nerve itself is epparently affected 
and the pain is often extremely 
severe and may last for a long 
time, especially in elderly people. 
Severe anemia can also produce 
neuritis, Chemical substances, 


such as arsenic, and many indus- 
trial products may be responsible. 
Infectious diseases, too, can cause 
nerve pains. 

Nerve pains can iesult from 
vitamin deficiencies especially 
the lack of vitamin B, One type 
of neuritis is common among the 
victims of chronic alcoholism, 
Perhaps the reéson for this form 
of neuritis ls tha* such persons 
substitute alcohol as a food in 
place of a properly balarced diet 
containing enough vitamin B 
True or not, this type of neuritis 
can be much improved, or even 
relieved entirely in many cases, 


by giving an adequate amount of 
this vitamin B. A few other kinds 


of peuritis can be improved by

the nerve through surgery,

Like milk, it is an almost perfect 
food. It contains nearly all of the 
proteins of miik, which are body 
builders; a large percentage of fat 
which makes it a valuable source 
of energy; a good supply of min- 
fails, perticularly ca and 
Phosphorus and also some of the 
Vitamins A and B complex, each of 
which is essential to good health 

Since it requires approximately a 
galion of milk to make a pound of 
cheese, this means that a one-irc 
cibe of cheese is equivalent to one 
glass of milk. 

So, if desired, cheese can take the 
place of part of the daily milk re- 
quirement. 

Incidentally, one-quarter pound 
of cheese yields approximately one 
cup when grated.
